(II of 1924), the Central Government is pleased to fix the 
15th Apl. 1950 as the date on which casual election shall 
be held in Jubbulpore Cantonment to fill up the existing 
vacancy. 

AND ALSO in exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (4) of Section 26 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 
1924), the Central Government is pleased to direct that 
the existing electoral roll of Jubbulpore Cantonment shall 
continue in operation until the new roll is prepared in 
accordance with the Rules.

— WHEREAS as a result of local enquiry tho 
Central Government considers it expedient to extend the 
Cantonments (House Accommodation) Act, 1923 (VI of 
1923), to tho Meerut Cantonment except tho bazar areas 
notified under section 43-A of the Cantonments Act, 1924. 

NOW, THEREFORE, in exorcise of the powers con- 
ferred by sub-section (1) of seotion 3 of the said Act, the 
Central Government is pleased to declare that the provi- 
sions of the said Act shall be operative within the bound- 
aries of Meerut Cantonmont, excepting tho bazar areas 
notified under section 43-A of the Cantonments Act 1924 
(II of 1924).

No. 407. — The following bye-laws for the regulation of 
the administration of the Magh Mela area within the 
Cantonment limits of Allahabad during the non-magh mela 
period of the year, made by the Cantonment Board, Allaha- 
bnd, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (89) of 
section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 
(II of 1924), are hereby published for general information, 
the same having been previously published, approved and 
confirmed by the Central Government as required by sub- 
section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

1. These bye-laws shall apply to the Magh Mela area 
notified under sub-rule (1) of Rule 8 of the Allahabad

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Magh Mela Rules, 1040, which falls within the Canton- 
ment limits and shall be in force during the period when 
the Magh Mela is not being held. 

2. In these bye-laws, expressions “Mela”, “District 
Magistrate”, “Officer-in-Charge”, and “Mola Area” have 
the meanings respectively assigned to them in section 4 of 
the United Provinces Melas Act (U. P. Act XVI of 19S8). 

3. No person shall throw any dead body or any carcass 
into any river or water within the Mela Area. 

4. No person shall take any photograph at bathing places 
in the Mela Area. 

5. No person shall indulge in shooting or fishing within 
the Mela Area. 

6. (a) No person shall put up any construction in the 
Mela Area which is not authorised by the Officer-in - charge . 

(b) The Officer-in-chavge may remove any unauthorised 
construction, and the cost of such removal may be re- 
covered- from any person making the construction as an 
arrear of land revenue. 

7. Any licence granted by the District Magistrate under 
section 7 of the United Provinces Melas Act, 1038 (U, P. 
Act XVI of 1938) shall, on payment of a fee of rupee one 
per each such licence to the Cantonment Board, be deemed 
to be a valid licence for the purpose of section 210 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924). 

8. The Allahabad Cantonment Board will he responsible 
for the conservancy arrangements on Cantonment land in 
the Mela Area the cost of which will be met from the Magh 
Mela Bund.
